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WASHINGTON! Saddam Hussein has denied to 
his interrogators that his regime had weap- 
ons of mass destruction and ties to al Qaeda, 
U.S. officials said Monday. 

He has greeted his initial interrogation with 
a mix of sarcasm and defiance, the officials 
said, discussing the questioning only on the 
condition of anonymity. Some of his responses 
are regarded as an attempt to rationalize and 
justify his actions, the officials said. 

Saddam has complied with simple com- 
mands to stand up and sit down, but officials 
said he has not provided much useful informa- 
tion on the guerrilla war or other matters. 

The former dictator’s denials match those 


of his regime before the most recent war. U.S. 
officials say the denials are expected, particu- 
larly in the early stages of an interrogation. 

Once Saddam is cooperative or broken, 
interrogators will try to answer the many 
unresolved questions about Iraq’s efforts to 
develop chemical, biological and nuclear weap- 
ons and ties to terrorists, officials said. 

So far, the hunt has not yielded much that 
would validate the prewar assertions by Bush 
and the U.S. intelligence community that 
Saddam had such weapons ready to unleash

WASHINGTON | President Bush promised a fair, 
public trial for Saddam Hussein on Monday 
but also said “he’s a torturer and a killer” 
and can’t be trusted to tell interrogators the 
truth about weapons of mass destruction or 
attacks against Americans in Iraq. 

Two days after Saddam’s capture in a 
farmhouse burrow. Bush held a 48 -minute 
year- end news conference and delivered 
his own verdict on the deposed Iraqi lead- 
er, whom the administration blames for hun- 
dreds of thousands of mass executions: 

“Good riddance. The world is better off 
without you, Mr. Saddam Hussein.” 

Bush declined to say where or when or how 
he would be tried. The president made no 
commitment to turn him over uncondition- 
ally to Iraq, which established a special tribu- 
nal last week to try top members of Saddam’s 
government for genocide, war crimes and

WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court 
made it easier Monday for police to 
arrest all occupants of a car when 
drugs are found during a traffic stop. 
Chief Justice William H. Rehnquist, 
writing for the unanimous court, 
said that in a small space like a car, 
“it was reasonable for the officer to 
infer a common enterprise” among a 
driver and passengers during a 1999 
stop in Maryland. 


Rehnquist said police had prob- 
able cause to suspect that passenger 
Joseph Jermaine Pringle knew that 
there was $763 in the glove compart- 
ment and five plastic bags of cocaine 
in an armrest in the backseat. 

The court reversed an appeals 
court decision to throw out Pringle’s 
drug conviction and 10 -year prison 
sentence on grounds that his arrest 
violated the Constitution’s Fourth 
Amendment ban on unreasonable 
searches or seizures.

Iraqis Eager to Try Saddam 


Some alarmed that 
deposed leader could 
be put on trial soon 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Their exuberance 
over his capture still fresh, Iraqi 
leaders said Monday they want to 
send Saddam Hussein to a quick 
trial with an eye toward executing 
him by summer. 

U.N. Secretary- General Kofi 
Annan said the world body would 
not support bringing Saddam before 


a tribunal that might sentence him 
to death, and human rights groups 
were appalled at the rush to a trial 
they said was crucial to starting a 
healing process in Iraq. 

But members of the Governing 
Council, a 25-member body 
appointed in July, predicted a quick 
trial — and a quick execution — as 
soon as Iraq’s occupiers, who sus- 
pended the death penalty, pass sov- 
ereignty to a new Iraqi government. 

“We will get sovereignty on the 
30th of June,” said council member 


Mouwafak al-Rabii, a human rights 
activist who was imprisoned under 
Saddam. “I can tell you, he could be 
executed on the 1st of July.” 

But President Bush said in 
Washington that details still need- 
ed to be worked out before Saddam 
can be handed over to the Iraqis. He 
offered few details, but his language 
suggested he was more interested in 
the trial’s scope than in its speed. 

“All the atrocities need to come 
out and justice needs to be deliv- 
ered,” Bush said, niko price (ap)

Protesters Disrupt

CHANTILLY, VA. I A small group of 
protesters briefly disrupted the open-

Caustic Carols 

With their president under fire, Venezuelans 
add new venom to a holiday music tradition 


POLITICS I With a nod to Christmas 
cheer, Venezuela’s politicians are 
reveling — and railing — in a some- 
times sour twist on holiday season 
carols called “gaitas.” 

Venezuela’s feisty gaitas always 
have had a political bent, much like 
calypso in the Caribbean. But this 
year’s lyrics are spouting more venom 
because of an opposition campaign 
seeking to force a recall referendum 
on President Hugo Chavez. 

Political songs by gaita groups 
are flooding the airwaves. Rap and 
heavy metal bands also are taking 
sides in the political fight over 
Chavez, who is seen by some as a 
champion of the poor and by others 
as a Fidel Castro wannabe. 

Among the titles released by 
opposition bands: “Pinocchio,” 
“When The Referendum Arrives,” 
“Rat With Two Legs” and “To 
Cuba!”, which pokes fun at Chavez’s 


admiration for Castro. 

The president’s allies haven’t 
missed a beat. 

Grupo Madera, a pro -govern- 
ment song and dance troupe, has 
a catchy musical video called “Oh, 
No! Chavez Will Not Go!” that is 
broadcast regularly by government 
television. 

Gaitas emerged in this South 
American nation during the 17th 
century when African slaves sang 
protest chants accompanied by 
drums and rattles. 

Over the years, the genre has 
added guitars and horns. It’s also 
been influenced by merengue 
and calypso, always celebrating 
Christmas and always poking fun 
at the politicians of the moment. 

Dozens of new gaita songs usu- 
ally appear on store racks each holi- 
day season. Last year, however, was 
an exception. 


Venezuela’s opposition politi- 
cal parties, labor unions and busi- 
ness groups called a general strike in 
December trying to force Chavez to 
quit. Many stores closed and many 
people were virtually robbed of their 
holidays as opposition leaders prom- 
ised Christmas would come once 
the president resigned. 

But the strike petered out after 
two months. Strike leaders fled into 
exile, and Chavez emerged stronger 
than ever. His supporters celebrated 
with songs such as “Feliz Chavidad,” 
a take on “Feliz Navidad.” 

This year, Venezuelans of all 
political stripes began celebrating 
Christmas early — and some are 
singing with a vengeance. 

“We have decided this year ... to 
move Christmas ahead because the 
coup plotters sabotaged Christmas 
last year,” Chavez declared last 
month. “They sabotaged baby Jesus, 
the Three Kings, Saint Nicholas!” 

Military musicians and govern- 
ment sympathizers are putting on 
Friday night gaita concerts at 


Caracas’s Fort Tiuna army base. 

Songs by pro -government artists 
like heavy metal singer Paul Gillman 
celebrate Chavez’s “revolution” for 
the poor while others badmouth 
last year’s strike leaders. 

Leopoldo Castillo, a prominent 
radio and TV host critical of Chavez, 
is airing a gaita that suggests the 
president prepare for a spanking 
— amid other innuendoes — on 
his Globovision television show, 
“Hello Citizen!” 

Castillo cuts the chorus short 
just before it refers to what he 
calls “inappropriate” words. But

he defends the lyrics as “a perfect- 
ly valid form of protest.” 

Gaitas “have always been a 
form of protest,” Castillo says. 
“Gaitas usually mean singing 
about Christmas, New Year’s Eve 
and peace. But they have also been a 
popular expression that sums up the 
moment.”

Students 
Swamped 
By Guides 

COLLEGE I Like many high school 
seniors, Kim Row waded through 
scores of books and Internet sites 
this fall, assessing thousands of col- 
leges and universities. 

Her conclusions: 

• College students almost always 
give their own school bad grades. 

• Guidebook authors seem to 
use the word “beautiful” to describe 
every American campus. 

• Guidebooks and Web sites can 
help a student narrow the field of 
colleges, but it’s a mistake to rely 
on them too much. 

Experts agree, particularly since 
there are an ever-growing array of 
guides that offer admissions advice 
and rate schools on almost any cri- 
terion — academics, parties, even a 
Web site devoted to the quantity and 
quality of squirrels on the nation’s 
campuses (it’s called The Campus 
Squirrel Listings). The sheer number 
of guides can be intimidating. 

Nearly 125 overflowed two shelves 
at a New York City bookstore recent- 
ly. When former reporter Edward 
Fiske began editing what is now 
called the “Fiske Guide to Colleges” 
in the early 1980s, he shared space 
on bookstore shelves with only a 
handful of competitors. 

Like the annual U.S. News and 
World Report college rankings that 
followed, Fiske’s decision to infor- 
mally rate schools drew fire from 
within higher education. 

Two decades later, Paul Boyer 
— author of “College Rankings 
Exposed” — claims that the annu- 
al U.S. News survey and Fiske-like 
guides have turned choosing a col- 
lege into a ratings game loathed — 
but reluctantly embraced, nonethe- 
less — by higher education. 

“Higher education is running 
around figuring how to win by the 
game of rankings, which does not 
encourage real innovation or com- 
mitment to learning,” he said. 

For Row, who knew she wanted to 
major in a science at a school outside 
Tennessee, a campus visit was more 
informative than any guidebook. She 
is now waiting to learn if she’s been 
accepted by Colgate University, her

Bettis, co-author of the new book, 
“Cheerleader! : An American Icon” 
(Palgrave MacMillan). 

Bettis, an acknowledged unsuc- 
cessful cheerleader candidate, co- 
wrote the book with Natalie Guice 
Adams of the University of Alabama, 
a former cheerleader. They describe 
it as a critical look at an activity as 
American as jazz and baseball. 

The book began as an academic 
study of leadership among adoles- 
cent girls, Bettis said. The authors 
found that their interview subjects 
were constantly mentioning cheer- 
leaders as leaders, so they decided 
to change their focus. 

“This is not a book I ever expect- 
ed to write,” Bettis said. 

Many girls either aspire to be 
cheerleaders or feel oppressed by 
them. Dating a cheerleader 
conveys status on males. 

These attitudes show up 
in popular culture, where 
cheerleaders are often lam- 
pooned or maligned by sneer- 
ing critics, Bettis said. 

Examples include the 
self-absorbed Spartan 
cheerleaders on 
“Saturday Night

Live” or the hyper-competitive cheer- 
leaders in “Bring It On” (“I’m sexy. 
I’m cute. I’m popular to boot”). 

Cheerleading started as an all- 
male activity at elite colleges in the 
East. “If you could lead rowdy stu- 
dents during rowdy football games, 
you could be a leader in the emerg- 
ing industrial order,” Bettis said. 

That may explain why presi- 
dents from Dwight D. Eisenhower 
to George W. Bush were cheer- 
leaders. 

During World War II, cheer- 
leading lost status as a male activ- 
ity and became associated almost 
exclusively with females. In the 
1970s, cheerleading became high- 
ly sexualized. 

Then the sport changed again, 
becoming an athletic competi- 
tion that required gymnastics and 
tumbling ability for its high-flying 
routines. 

These days cheerleading 
combines traditional notions 
of feminine beauty with athletic 
ability, Bettis said. Cheerleading 
recently has become an instru- 
ment of social change, as many 
protest groups use cheer tactics 
in public demonstrations. 
Bettis was never a cheer- 
leader herself, saying only that 
she tried out for the squad 
at home in Churchland, 
Virginia, and “for unknown 
reasons” was not select-

Kelis has undoubtedly arrived

Lion in Winter 


Hugh Hefner, still 
swinging as his 
magazine turns 50 

PERSONALITY | Fifty years ago this 
month, the centerfold became a sta- 
ple of American culture. Playboy 
has grown into an adult- entertain- 
ment empire owned and operated 
by Hugh Hefner, the company’s 
77-year- old founder and a living 
legend. 

Fifty years is a long time, consider- 
ing that when Playboy started, no 
one was sure there would be a sec- 
ond issue. 

I started the magazine with lit- 
erally no money. I had $600 bor- 
rowed dollars and put my furniture 
up as collateral for part of the loan. 
The first issue didn’t have a date on 
it because I wasn’t sure there would 
be a second. So you can imagine, in 
that context, how unreal it is to be 
sitting here after half a century. 

The Playboy brand has become hip 
again in recent years. Why do you 
think that is? 

Well, I think to some extent it 
has to do with the fact that we went 
through a period in which both the 
brand and I were kind of in a tun- 
nel. I think the world and society 


during the ’80s and early ’90s was 
in kind of a more conservative time, 
politically, socially and sexually. I 
think a new generation has grown 
up and is looking back at that with 
a certain kind of retro sense. 

But now we’re living in a world 
where hard-core porn stars are 
featured on magazine covers. Has 
the world moved beyond Playboy? 

Playboy has never been the most 
explicit because we never really 
thought about it as a sex maga- 
zine. It’s a lifestyle magazine. 

Will Playboy keep the brand divi- 
sion between its Playboy networks 
and Spice, which offers more 
explicit fare? 

Yes. I think it’s the same reason 
why Disney releases Disney movies 
separately from Miramax movies. 

Hef, you’re not just the founder of 
the magazine but also the compa- 
ny’s most visible spokesperson. 
What are the company’s succes- 
sion plans after you’re gone? 

Well, I’ve got two young boys of 
13 and 12 [Cooper and Marsden, 
his sons with former wife Kimberly 
Conrad] that are ... very interested 
to get in the business.

DERMATOLOGY I Across the United 
States, tattoo removal is sky- 
rocketing. Almost all of the pro- 
cedures now are laser removals, 
which increased 27 percent from 
2001 to 2003, according to the 
American Society for Dermatologic 
Surgery. 

People who regret their tattoos 
are highly motivated to get rid of 
them, doctors say. But prior to the 
advent of high-tech lasers about a 
decade ago, removing ink from the 
dermis was a nasty process. Smaller 
tattoos were usually cut out; larg- 
er tattoos were scratched off, along 
with layers of skin. Scarring was 
inevitable. 

Now, skilled doctors with the 
most sophisticated laser equip- 
ment can typically remove 95 per- 
cent of a tattoo. (Often, barely vis- 
ible bits of ink remain in the skin.) 
Scarring occurs in only about 5

percent of cases because the lasers 
pass through layers of skin — for the 
most part without damaging them 
— to destroy the ink by blasting it 
into tiny fragments. 

After each treatment, the tat- 
too area remains inflamed for sev- 
eral days, then a scab forms and 


eventually flakes off — sometimes 
with bits of ink in it. Typically, 10 
percent to 20 percent of the tattoo 
is destroyed with each treatment. 
Gradually the tattoo begins to look 
broken up; solid lines, for example, 
become dotted lines. Soon, it’s gone

The next generation 
of credit cards won’t 
require any swiping 

CREDIT CARDS I The familiar process 
of buying something with a credit 
card could be headed the way of the 
mechanical brass cash register. 

For more than a year, 
MasterCard and American Express 
have been testing “contactless” ver- 
sions of their credit cards. The cards 
need only be held near a special 
reader for a sale to go through. 

MasterCard has been testing its 
PayPass system mainly in Orlando, 
Fla., and promises a nationwide roll- 
out in 2004, beginning primarily 
at quick- service restaurants and 
other places where people tend to 
be in a hurry. 

American Express has mainly 
done pilot runs of its Express Pay 
service in the Phoenix area, though 
the company expanded it to New 
York ferry terminals on the Hudson 
River this week. 

Credit cards that incorporate the 
technology could be used anywhere 
regular plastic is accepted, as long 
as stores install the new readers. 
One reader could handle multiple 
brands of contactless cards. 

The new cards have chips imbued 
with radio-frequency identification, 
or RFID. While old-fashioned cred- 
it cards store account information 
on a magnetic stripe that has to be 
swiped, the contactless cards keep

their data on the chips. 

American Express’s ExpressPay 
uses a keychain fob, like the ones 
used by ExxonMobil Speedpass and 
similar to the tags in supermarket 
discount programs. MasterCard’s 
PayPass comes on a regular- sized 
card that also has a magnetic stripe 
for swiping if need be. 

In theory, the transaction could 
be intercepted by a technologically 
savvy thief intent on cloning a card. 
But the account number on the con- 
tactless cards is useful only in the 
RFID system — it’s not the same 
as a user’s credit card number. A 
crook would thus not be able to use 
the card number to go on a fraud- 
ulent Internet shopping spree, for

Trying Saddam

discussthe issues involved in bringing 
Saddam Husseinto justice. 


What are the options for bringing 
Saddam to justice? 

There are three basic mod- 
els for a trial of Saddam: 1) An 
international trial similar to 
those at The Hague covering 
genocide, war crimes and crimes 
against humanity in Yugoslavia 
and in Arusha, Tanzania, for the 
genocide in Rwanda, 2) a purely 
domestic Iraq tribunal and 3) a 
mixture of the two — that is, a 
trial in Iraq with Iraqi judges but 
with assistance and advice from 
international experts. 

The most likely to happen is No. 
3 for a couple reasons: First, it’s 
what the Iraqis and the U.S. want, 
second, it’s the most legitimate 
from the perspective of the Iraqi 
people and third, the Iraqis will 
need international help in order 
to hold such a complex trial. 

Can Saddam Hussein counter-file 
against the coalition and sue to 
have the invaders removed and his 
government restored? 

I can guarantee you that 
Saddam’s first — if not only — line 
of defense will be to attack the 
legitimacy of the court. Milosevic 
tried it and it didn’t get him very 
far. 

1 thought the whole point of hav- 
ing the trial in Iraq was because 
the U.N. model didn’t allow for the 
death penalty. 

It’s part of the point, but not 
the whole point. Also important 
are other factors such as provid- 
ing a close physical tie to where 
the events occurred. That gives 
the trial more psychological 
impact for Iraqis and also makes 
it easier to present evidence and 
produce witnesses.
